1 . WE ARE PROCEEDING WITH PLANNING FOR BILATERAL TEXTILE 
NEGOTIATIONS IN SINGAPORE THE WEEK OF JANUARY 30, 1978. 

THE SAME US TEXTILE TEAM THAT COMES TO SINGAPORE WILL ALSO 
BE IN TAIWAN THE WEEK OE JANUARY 23 AND MANILA THE WEEK 
OF FEBRUARY 6. WE WILL EORWARD US TEAM NAMES AS SOON AS 
THEY ARE AVAILABLE, PROBABLY IN EARLY JANUARY. 
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2. WE ARE PLEASED THAT TAN IS RECEPTIVE TO THE IDEA OF AN 
AGREEMENT STRUCTURE DIFFERENT EROM THE PRESENT ONE. THE 
CATEGORIES WITH SPECIFIC LIMITS IN THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT 
ARE INDICATIVE OF THE CATEGORIES WE CONSIDER SENSITIVE WITH 
RESPECT TO TRADE FROM SINGAPORE. ACTUAL LIST OF SPECIFIC 
LIMITS CAN ONLY BE DETERMINED DURING NEGOTIATIONS. 

3. WE GAVE KWOK-PUN WONG A NOTE CONTAINING THE FINAL TEXT 
OF THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT MONDAY DECEMBER 5. THE FINAL 
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TEXT IS ESSENTIALLY THE SAME AS THE DRAFT WE HAD DISCUSSED 
WITH WONG AND YOU HAD DISCUSSED WITH THE SINGAPORE CHIEF 
OF DELEGATION TAN. WE URGED WONG TO OBTAIN HIS 
GOVERNMENT'S AUTHORITY TO EXCHANGE NOTES AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE. PLEASE REMIND TAN THAT WE MUST EXCHANGE NOTES 
WELL BEFORE DECEMBER 31 IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT THE INTERIM 
ARRANGEMENT JANUARY 1, 1978. 

4. THE FINAL TEXT OF THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT READS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

EXCELLENCY: 

- I HAVE THE HONOR TO REFER TO THE ARRANGEMENT 
REGARDING INTERNATIONAL TRADE IN TEXTILES DONE AT GENEVA 
ON DECEMBER 20, 1973, HEREINAFTER REEERRED TO AS THE 
MULTIFIBER ARRANGEMENT. I ALSO REFER TO DISCUSSIONS HELD 
FROM SEPTEMBER 26 THROUGH SEPTEMBER 30, 1977 IN 
WASHINGTON, BETWEEN REPRESENTATIVES OF OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS, 
CONCERNING EXPORTS OF COTTON, WOOL, AND MAN-MADE FIBER 
TEXTILES FROM SINGAPORE TO THE UNITED STATES. AS A RESULT 

OF THOSE DISCUSSIONS, AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 4 

OF THE MULTIFIBER ARRANGEMENT, I WISH TO PROPOSE THE 

FOLLOWING INTERIM ARRANGEMENT REGARDING 

TRADE IN COTTON, WOOL AND MAN-MADE FIBER TEXTILES BETWEEN 
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SINGAPORE AND THE UNITED STATES, TO EXTEND THE EXISTING 
BILATERAL COTTON, WOOL, AND MAN-MADE FIBER TEXTILE 
AGREEMENT OF MAY 21, 1975 AS AMENDED. LIMITS AND 
ALLOCATION LEVELS AGREED TO FOR THE PURPOSE OF THE INTERIM 
ARRANGEMENT ARE WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THE NEGOTIATION OF A 
NEW BILATERAL AGREEMENT HEREINAFTER CALLED THE NEW 
AGREEMENT, WHICH SHALL BE NEGOTIATED BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES BEFORE APRIL 1, 1978 AND WHICH SHALL HAVE EEFECT 
RETROACTIVELY TO JANUARY 1, 1978. 

- 1. THE TERM OF THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT SHALL BE 
JANUARY 1, 1978, THROUGH MARCH 31, 1978. 

- 2. THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AGREES THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE 
MAY ALLOCATE WITHIN ITS INDUSTRY THE FOLLOWING AMOUNTS FOR 
POSSIBLE SHIPMENT DURING THE PERIOD JANUARY 1, 1978 
THROUGH DECEMBER 31, 1978:

LEVEL OE 101,000 SYE EOR EACH WOOL TEXTILE CATEGORY, 

700,000 SYE EOR EACH COTTON AND MAN-MADE FIBER APPAAEL 
CATEGORY, AND 1,000,000 SYE FOR EACH COTTON AND MAN-MADE 
NON-APPAREL CATEGORY. 
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- 5. THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OE SINGAPORE 
AGREES TO LIMIT ITS SHIPMENTS TO THE UNITED STATES 
DURING THE PERIOD JANUARY 1, 1978, THROUGH JUNE 30, 

TO AMOUNTS NOT GREATER THAN 60 PERCENT OE THE AMOUNTS 
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ALLOCATED IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPHS 2, 3, AND 4. 
SHIPMENTS EXPORTED TO THE UNITED STATES UNDER THE INTERIM 
ARRANGEMENT SHALL BE SUBIECT TO THE TERMS OF AND COUNTED 
AGAINST THE LEVELS OF THE FIRST AGREEMENT YEAR OF THE 
NEW AGREEMENT. 

- 6. IN THE EVENT SINGAPORE WISHES TO EXPORT TO THE 
UNITED STATES TEXTILES IN EXCESS OF THE APPLICABLE 
CONSULTATION AMOUNTS, AS STATED IN PARAGRAPHS 3 AND 4, 
ABOVE, THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE SHALL 
REQUEST THE HIGHER LEVELS AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA SHALL CONSIDER THE REQUEST 
SYMPATHETICALLY AND SHALL RESPOND PROMPTLY. IF, BECAUSE 
OF MARKET PROBLEMS IN THE UNITED STATES IN A CATEGORY 
SUBJECT TO SUCH REQUESTS THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES IN UNABLE TO ACCEDE FULLY TO THE SINGAPORE REQUEST, 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES WILL SO INEORM THE 
GOVERNMENT OE THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE AND WILL SUPPLY 
THE DATA WHICH FORM THE BASIS OF THE POSITION TAKEN BY 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. IE 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA DOES 
NOT PROVIDE A RESPONSE TO THE GOVERNMENT OE THE REPUBLIC 
OF SINGAPORE WITHIN 14 DAYS OE RECEIPT OF THE REQUEST 
IN WASHINGTON SUCH FAILURE TO RESPOND SHALL CONSTITUTE A 
FAVORABLE RESPONSE. 

- 7. THE GOVERNMENT OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA 
SHALL PROMPTLY SUPPLY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OP 
SINGAPORE WITH DATA ON MONTHLY IMPORTS OF COTTON, MAN- 
MADE FIBER AND WOOL TEXTILES FROM SINGAPORE AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OP THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE SHALL PROMPTLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUPPLY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA WITH 
DATA ON MONTHLY EXPORTS OF COTTON, MAN-MADE FIBER AND 
WOOL TEXTILES FROM SINGAPORE TO THE UNITED STATES. EACH 
GOVERNMENT AGREES TO SUPPLY PROMPTLY ANY OTHER PERTINENT 
AND READILY AVAILABLE STATISTICAL DATA REQUESTED BY THE 
OTHER GOVERNMENT. 

- 8. (A) IN IMPLEMENTING THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT, 

THE SYSTEM OF CATEGORIES AND THE RATES OF CONVERSION 
INTO SQUARE YARDS EQUIVALENT LISTED IN THE ANNEX SHALL 
APPLY. 

(B) TOPS, YARNS, PIECE GOODS, MADE-UP ARTICLES, 

GARMENTS, AND OTHER TEXTILE MANUFACTURED PRODUCTS, ALL 
BEING PRODUCTS WHICH DERIVE THEIR CHIEP CHARACTERISTICS 
FROM THEIR TEXTILE COMPONENTS, OF COTTON, WOOL, MAN-MADE 
FIBERS, OR BLENDS THEREOP IN WHICH ANY OR ALL OP THOSE 
FIBERS IN COMBINATION REPRESENT EITHER THE CHIEF VALUE 
OF THE FIBERS OR 50 PERCENT OR MORE BY WEIGHT (OR 17 
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PERCENT OR MORE BY WEIGHT OF WOOL) OE THE PRODUCT, ARE 
SUBJECT TO THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT. 

(C) FOR PURPOSES OF THIS INTERTM ARRANGEMENT, 

TEXTILE PRODUCTS SHALL BE CLASSIFIED AS COTTON, WOOL OR 
MAN-MADE FIBER TEXTILES IF WHOLLY OR IN CHIEF VALUE OF 
EITHER OF THESE FIBERS. ALL OTHER PRODUCTS DESCRIBED IN 
SUB-PARAGRAPH (B) SHALL BE CLASSIFIED AS: 

- (I) COTTON TEXTILES IF CONTAINING 50 PERCENT OR MORE 

- BY WEIGHT OE COTTON, OR IF THE COTTON COMPONENT 

- EXCEEDS BY WEIGHT THE WOOL AND/OR THE MAN-MADE 

- FIBER COMPONENT. 
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- (II) WOOL TEXTILES IF NOT COTTON, AND THE WOOL 

- EQUALS OR EXCEEDS 17 PERCENT BY WEIGHT OE ALL 

- COMPONENT FIBERS. 

- (Ill) MAN-MADE EIBER TEXTILES IF NEITHER OF THE 

- FOREGOING APPLIES. 

- 9. THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE AGREE 
TO CONSULT ON ANY QUESTION ARISING IN THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT. IF THE TWO GOVERNMENTS 
ARE UNABLE WITHIN A REASONABLE PERIOD OF TIME TO 
REACH A SATISFACTORY SOLUTION TO PROBLEMS WHICH 

HAVE BEEN THE SUBJECT OE CONSULTATIONS UNDER 
THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT, EITHER GOVERNMENT MAY, 

AFTER NOTIEICATION TO THE OTHER GOVERNMENT, REFER SUCH 
PROBLEMS TO THE TEXTILES SURVEILLANCE BODY IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH ARTICLE 1 1 OF THE MULTIFIBER ARRANGEMENT. 

- 10. IN CONFORMITY WITH ARTICLE 12, PARAGRAPH (3) 

OF THE MULTIEIBER ARRANGEMENT, THIS INTERIM ARRANGEMENT 
SHALL NOT APPLY TO EXPORTS OF HANDLOOM FABRICS OF 
THE COTTAGE INDUSTRY OF SINGAPORE, OR HANDMADE COTTAGE 
INDUSTRY PRODUCTS MADE OF SUCH HANDLOOM FABRICS IN 
SINGAPORE, OR TO FOLKLORE HANDICRAFT TEXTILE PRODUCTS 

TRADITIONAL TO SINGAPORE, PROVIDED THAT SUCH PRODUCTS 
ARE PROPERLY CERTIFIED UNDER ARRANGEMENTS ESTABLISHED 
BETWEEN THE TWO GOVERNMENTS. 

- 11. MUTUALLY SATISFACTORY ADMINISTRATIVE 
ARRANGEMENTS OR ADJUSTMENTS MAY BE MADE TO RESOLVE MINOR 
PROBLEMS ARISING IN THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS AGREEMENT, 
INCLUDING DIEFERENCES IN POINTS OF PROCEDURE OR OPERATION. 

- 12. IE EITHER GOVERNMENT CONSIDERS THAT, 
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AS A RESULT OE LIMITATIONS SPECIFIED IN THE INTERIM 
ARRANGEMENT, IT IS BEING PLACED IN AN INEQUITABLE POSITION 
VIS-A-VIS A THIRD COUNTRY, EITHER GOVERNMENT 
MAY REQUEST CONSULTATIONS WITH THE OTHER WITH A VIEW TO 
TAKING APPROPRIATE REMEDIAL ACTION SUCH AS REASONABLE 
MODIFICATION OF THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT. 

- 13. EOR THE DURATION OF THE INTERIM ARRANGEMENT, THE 
GOVERNMENT OE THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA SHALL NOT 
INVOKE THE PROCEDURES OF ARTICLE 3 OF THE MULTIFIBER 
ARRANGEMENT TO REQUEST RESTRAINT ON THE EXPORT OP 
COTTON, WOOL AND MAN-MADE FIBER TEXTILES PROM SINGAPORE 
TO THE UNITED STATES. 

- 14. THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE SHALL 
ADMINISTER ITS EXPORT CONTROL SYSTEM UNDER THIS INTERIM 
ARRANGEMENT. THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA MAY ASSIST THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
SINGAPORE IN IMPLEMENTING THE LIMITATION PROVISIONS OF 
THIS AGREEMENT. 

- IF THIS PROPOSAL IS ACCEPTABLE TO THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE REPUBLIC OP SINGAPORE, I HAVE THE HONOR TO 
PROPOSE THAT THIS NOTE AND YOUR EXCELLENCY'S NOTE OF 
CONFIRMATION ON BEHALF OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF SINGAPORE SHALL CONSTITUTE AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE
